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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues claims 1,15, and 20 are not 
shown to be identically disclosed in Kryze. The Examiner cannot concur since the control for reproducing occurs instantaneously without 
receiving any input from the user for designating one of the given group of pieces of information is taught by Kryze at column 5, lines 9-1 1 , 
as once the temporary play list is constructed, the method exits selection mode and automatically enters a play mode - the user 
does not have to select one of the items from the playlist for the system to start playing songs from the list since the system is designed for 
the playback to begin automatically without further intervention from the user and the time between the actual playing of ths song is minimal 
and not noticeable by the user and thereby occurs instanteneously without receiving any input from the user for designating one of the 
given group of pieces of information. 
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
